INTELLECTUAL  REFORM

SOCIAL  AND

Two Enecrgotic Women Found an Oasts in
& Desert of Poverty, Crime and Un-
cleanlinesa—Scope of the Work
and Its Achlevements,

CHICAGO, May 20,—{Correspondence of
The Bee)—1f you wish to Keep up with the
times i this very progressive city you must
study soclology. You must not only have
such knowledge of the subject as can be
galned from books and lectures, but you
must have euch Kknowledge as has been
gained by actual experience. To get this
experience you must be perfectly familar
with the elty as wet forth in Hull House
maps and notes,

These locate the dlfferent races and classes
g0 oxactly that you Know just where to go
to find what you want. For instance, all
the durk blue parts of the map show you
where the Italians live, apd the red shows
the Pollsh quarter. In the same way yel-
luw indicates that hore live the sell-support-
ing poor, while the purple districts are in-
habited by what I8 known as the “‘relief”
elass, Other races and other clusses are
fndicated by other colors, These maps were
prepared by residents of Hull House and
this brings me to the subject of my story.

It & not a reformatory, it Is not a char-
itable Institution in the ordinary sense of
the word, since every one pays for what he
gels there, but It can perhaps be best de-
fined as a social experiment.

POVERTY IN PLENTY.

The Ninetéenth ward Is the most densely
populated Mstrict of Chdcago, Nineteen Aif-
ferent mptlopalitles are represented by its
fnhabltants and the sanitary conditlons are
something frightful to contemplate. FPlenty
of children here, half clad, half fed and
wholly neglected. How could It be other-
wise? Whole familivs live In one room and
in thousands of cases the Joint earnings of
such familios do not amount to $§ a week.

An you wander about through the narrow,
filthy ailleys und miserable tenements you
begin to understand the why and the where-
fore of the aparchist, and go away feeling
utterly helpless and miscrable, Hut this
feeling of helplessness did not overcome two
brave women who five years ago camo Lo
make their home In the very midst of this
squulor and want and sin. They belleved
that socinl Intercourse could best express
the growing sense of the economic unity of
soclety, anid so moved in.

Think of attempting to Influence such a
eommunity through Its soclal Hfe, where
the only gutherings were about the doors
of a maloon to see the police drag out the
participants in a fight or in the halls of
some migerable tenement to sce a drunkard
beating his wifo and ehlidren, But these
brave women belleved that the saloons were
the soctal centers because they had no rivals
and that wmany men and, horrible
o add, many women who freguented
them, would soon desert them If something
better were provided,

. ORIGIN OF THE MOVEMENT.

No child growing up In that district today
ean complain that something better has not
been provided, for the two roocins into which
Miss Addams and Miss Starr first invited a
few women of the nelghborbood to take tea
with them, much to the surprise of that

Indegd, young men
have been known to frequent the free bil-
liard rooms for months, who at length, elther
out of curlosity or sheer Idleness, have
dropped Into a chair near the door of a
lecture or class room and discovered that
there were other things In Hull House than |
bilHard rooms and other thingsg In e even
more enjoyable than billlards, It may not
be all chance that the way to the billiard
rooms lles through a reading room and by |
the doorsg of some lecture and class rootme. l
The residents are all men and wowmen of
culture both of bruln and heart.  They do
not pounce upon the pewcomer or the oft- I
comer, either, and talk to him about his |
body or his soul. He having eves and ears
Is allowsd to come freely where he may soe
and hear, and beyond a [rlendly greeting
no more is sald unless he deslres it,
AMUBEMENTS PROVIDED.

Besldes the billlard rooms there i8 a spa-
clous gymoasinm, big enough to play a game
of bull in, and provided with everything in
the way of apparatus. There is a fencing
clubh where marks, folls and gloves are pro-
vided, and members of various clubs and
clasdes are permitted to use one of the halls
for dancing parties. So you see Jack neod
not be a dull bay at Hull House for the want
of a chance to play. Intellectunlly the
house has made extraordinary provision for
its frequenters. Over 100 professors and
teachers connected with the universities, col-
leges and public schools of Chicago give
thelr services free. The University exten-
#lon of the Unlversity of Chleago gives a
course of lectures each year and the Social
Sclence club provides the best speakers for
oceaslong] lectures, If half a dozen people
desire to study some certain branch they
form a class and a teacher Is provided.
Not for charity, thoogh, each member pays
60 cents a term. This pays for gas and
heat and removes the fesling of getting
something for nothing. Every department
in the house has grown from a discovery
made through natural and reciprocal social
relations.,

SANITARY CONDITIONS,

Miss Addams has given special attentlion to
the sanitary conditions of the ward and has
tallied to her assistance every mother in it
Thege women have made life such a burden
to the garbage collectors that even the extra
supply of d's in Miss Addams' name has not
been found suffelent to relieve thelr over-
charged feellngs. Mayor Swift has re-
cently added to thelr woe bp appainting Mjas
Addams garbage inspector for the Nineteenth
ward., This gives to an already busy woman
much additional labor, but It means a great
deal In the way of cleanliness and health
o n people who are greatly in need of
broth.

In art, lterature and music Hull House
maintalus that the best Is the fittest and
it offers no other, The lectures and con-
corts are oxactly such as are given before
audiences of scholars and musicians,

And now how does Hull House appear to
| the casual visitor? In a region where space
is s0 valuable that a foot or two is often
the source of much costly litigation, and
where every person and thing seems to be
cramped and squeczed In Just ns much as
possible you suddenly come upon & vacant
lot, bounded on two eldes by a woven wire
fence at least ten foet high. This is the
playground made this spring by tearing
down two very low tenements. It s ouly
troeless as yet, but theére are tents and
awniogs and bammocks and sand plles and
buckets and spades and balls and tennis
and croquet, and men gnd women who are
clitldren again for the sake of the children.
Watcehing them you declde that each of the
nineteen nationalities bas contributed its
share, but just let me show you how much
Chicago Is in the crowd. On the opening
day the gates were kept closed until a
certuln hour, but the cbildren who were
acoustomed to riding under the rivers and
over the roofs were not to be delayed by a
trifie such as & ten-foot wire fence, It
afforded no foothold for olmbing, so they
burrowed out the sand with thelr oaughty
little hands, erawigd under and opened the
Hull Houre play ground some bhours before
scheduled time,

KITCHEN AND NURSERY.

No matter how utilitarian the 1dea, the
artistic s pever lost sight of at Hull House.
The kitchen Is a copy of an old Euglish
inn, with low, dark rafters, diamond win-
dows, and a large fire place. Besldes serving
lunelicon, the foods cooked here are deliv-
etred hot by the quart ¢r pound for home
consumption,

In the day nursery are cleanliness and
comfort, and charts and plctures of famous
Madonnas. In the parlors of the Jane club,
the home of fifty young women, who occupy
fine Nats under the chaperonage of Hull
House, I found a bowl of roses, an open piano
with Mendelssohn's “Spring Song” on the
rack, a number of really Ane pletures, some
of them presented by the artlsts who pailnted
them, and what seemed very natural consid-
ering the time and surroundings, a young
men and woman holding a very confldential
conversation aboul the weather, no doubt
The club Is composed of working girls, and
thelr expenses amount to $3 a week per
capita,

No religious eervices are held at Hull
House. It is strictly non-sectarian. On Bun-
day alternoons concerts arée given, but they
are not what-are called sacred concerts.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION INPENNSYLVANIA

Documentary FProof of the First Free

Fublie School—=The Natlonal Convens

The New York legisiature passed an aet
to compel systematic teachlng in all the
gehools as to the effects of alcohol and to
bracco on health, A similar law was enacted
gome yeuars ago, but it was not enforced, and
the superintendent of the New York City
#chcols has filed a protest agninst the present
act, which must be approved by the city au-
thorities Lefore It becomes o law, The super-
intendent says that while the act cannot pos-
any good purpose not al-
ready aduquately provided for, it mokes In-
ordinate demands upon the time of the
-11|,1||-.

Digoussing this point and *fade” In gen-
erad, the New York World says: It would
be a good thing I~he legislature conla be
Induced every year to give lheed to that one
wise lttle sentence, The greuat majority of
city public schools have only a
very few years In which to get any eluca-
tion at all. Bread winning necessity reduces
the period of their school attendance to a
minimum. They have barely time at best to
learn to read, write and ¢ipher, and, In fact,
the gredter number of them learn these nec-
essary things very lmperfectly, Every houw,
every minute, of schooul thme devoted to any-
thing else robs them of Instruction which they
| Borely need to equip them for the work of
ears ing honest livings.

‘The ‘faddists’ are the curse of the schools.
never to reflect upon conditions
proceed as IF all the school chlldren
had before them the full period of education
which 18 granted only to the children of the
well-to-do.

“The patent fact g that our schools are
unable to do wdequately éven the necessary
work that les before them, They cannot
provide even rudimentary education for all
the childréen who bhave & right to claim it
They turn thousands away every year and
instruct the others very lmperfectly. Bo long
a8 this state of fucts exists every suggestion
to introduce other Instruction than the neces-
sary teaching of reading, writing and arith-
metle 8 distinctly wrong.'

COMPULSORY EDUCATION,

Philudelphin is confronted with a condition
glmilar to that complained of in New York.
Bohool accommodations are Inadequate, It iw
estimated that 20,000 children are shut out
of the schools at the present time, beoause
the school muthorities are unable to supply
the wnecessary bulldings. Notwithstanding
this fact the leglslature has passed a compul-
sory education law, which Imposes scvere
penalties on parents who fall to send thelr
children to school.

Under the new law every child In the com-
monwealth between B and 13 years of age
must attend for at least sixteen weeks in
e¢ach yeur a wochool in which the common
English branches are taught. The law
sweeping !n Ite requlrements, excepting only
such children as are certifled by parents or
guardlans to be mentally or physically In-
capacitated, or who live two miles or more
from a public school, or who are belng In-
gtructsd in other schools or by private teach-
ers In the common English branches which
are taught in the public schools,

The law is highly penal In its provielons,
A floe of $2 is Imposed on parents or
guardlane in every case for the first offense
against the law, and for each succeeding
offense the fine s $6. This fine Ix Imposed
by the school board, but an appeal is allowed
to the court of quarier sesalons of mu proper
county.

In vrder that the law may be fully enforeeq,
and Lthat noné may escape its provisions, a
census of the school children of each distriet

must bi taken by
thme that the annual asssgsment s made,
anl that list Is certified to the secrétary of
the school board of each distriet. Teachers
are reguired to report to the board monthly
the names of all ehildren who have Desn ab-
sent without eatisfactory resson for five =uc
cessive days, Thus the school board will
be [ully advised as to all ehlldron who fall
to comply with the compulsory law. If the
secretary of the school board shall fall to
comply with the provisions of the law he
will b Hable to indictment for misdemeanor
and to a fine of §20

Accordng to the Times of Philadelphia
the city must provide for 20,000 additional
gschool children immediately, or else the law
will fail of enforcement in that city., Like
conditions prevall in other cities of the
state, and a vast outlay will be required to
give effect to the provislons of the law,

THE NATIONAL CONVENTION. |

The authorities of Greeley, Colo., and
Cheyenne, Wyo,, have united In l'xtlll'liuul
an Invitation to the delegites to the con-
vention of the National Educational nssocia-
tion to wvisit these citles at the close of
the convention.

FIRST FREE PUBLIC BCHOOLS,

By means of an old deed exchanged be-
tween two of the earliest merchants of Bos-
ton, C. B. Ridler locates the site of what
muny echolurs belleve to be the first recorded
free public gchoel in Ameriea, esupported by
general taxation—namely, on the south side
of Cornhill, pear Washington sireet The
triangular block bounded by Court street,
Washington snd Cornhill was, says the Bos-
ton Journal, originally devoted to the follow-
Ing public beneflicent purpoxes;

A town corn bin on Corphill, a prigon or
